“What Of Gunwds’ 8 Future? 


One day recently the writer of this weekly article read two divergent 
views of Canada’s progress during the past few years. One was pessimistic; 
the other quite optimistic. Yet there was much of truth in both, altogether 
neither writer appeared to take into consideration the effects of the Great 
Wai on the progress and development of the Dominion. 

The pessimistic note was sounded by Miss Agnes Laut, well-known writer 
and lecturer. She is not at all pleased with Canadian progress, believes that 
sectionalism is rife, and ihat Canadians are not living up to their possibilities. 
Deciaring that she is frankly very depressed about Canadian conditions, Miss 
Laut stuies that what this country needs just now is a ringing message of 
opidmism, founded on fact, and that she cannot give “till Canada’s mental out- 
look changes toward the world.” 

“ft used to think,” contindes Miss Laut, “it was economle pressure pre- 
vented Canada measuring up io her unequalled inheritance of great natural 
wealth, Now | know ii isa’t. It is your lack of dedication to the ideal in 
which your nation was coneeived and born—He shall hold dominion from sea 
to sea.’ Insiead of that Lt see Canadian sectionalism growing.” And then 
Miss dwells on the exodus of Canadians to the United States, and’ the 
fact of a population of only nine milions whereas, she says, Canada ought to be 
a nation of 40 to 69 millions, humming with prosperity that could be heard 
around the worid 

The opposing, and more optinistic view is presented in articles appear- 
ing ia Toronto Saturday Night, which reealls the prediction of the late Sir 
Wittrid Lauricr that the Twentie th Century would be Canada’s Century. Sir 
Wilfrid made this prediction in ihe days when Canada was emerging from a 
fod of halting growth into an era of amazing progress—an_ era, 1898 
to 1910, which evan Miss Laut says was Canada’s one era of “humming pros- 
yx."

Toronto Saturday Nighi finds In the progress of Canada during the 
twenty-five years a conclusive answer that thus far the Dominion has liv-

The 200-kilowatt transmitting ap- 
paratus by which the British Govern- 
ment hopes to inaugurate wireless 
telephony conversatious with America 
will be installed about the end of Au- 
gust at the Rugby station, according 
to present plans.

‘The fur was that of 
animals which had been through a 
long, easy winter-—one when rabbits 
had been plentiful. This was not a 
rabbit winter on the arctic: prairies 
east of the Mackenzie. 

These particular foxes had been 
trapped in the early spring, or he was 
no judge of fur quality. That this 
spring had not been the previous one 
was shown by the seasoned state of 
the tanning. However, this tanning 
did not appear to be Eskimo work, but 
that of Indian squaws further south, 

Every Eskimo has a @ock of cousins. 
He had visited several In the immedi- 
ate vicinity who claimed more or less 
of that relationship to the missing 
Avic. He had examined the work of 
thelr women on furs. <A pronounced 
difference in Lrecess seemed evident to 
him.

architect was crowned by the conse- 
cration of the Liverpool Cathedral), in 
the presence of King George and 
Queen Mary. The cathedral was de- 
signed by Gilbert Scott when he was 
only twenty-two years old. When 
completed {it will rank as one of the’ 
largest in the world, being surpassed 
in size only by St. Peter's in Rome 
and the Cathedral of Seyiile in Spain. 

It {s the third Anglican cathedral 
to be built in England since the Re- 
formation. Scott's design, which re- 
presented his first work as an archi- 
tect, won the prize in a competition 
in which more than a hundred arehi- 
tects had entered, 

St. George's Hali, in Liverpool, held 
to be the finest example of Greck 
architecture in this cauntry, was de- 
signed by the late Harvey Lonsdale 
Elmes when he was twenty-three’ 
years old. Ralph Knott represents 
another example of youthful achieve- 
ment in architecture. He planned 
the County Hall, jn which the London 
County Council now meets, when he 
was twenty-nine. f

Pact Accepted By US. 


Agrees to Terms of 7 of Tangier Conven- 
tion Under Certain Conditions 

The United States has informed the 
Governments of Great Britain, France 
and Spain of ‘ts willingness to ac- 
cede under certain conditions to the 
Tangier convention signed at Paris on 
December 18, 1923. 

The conditions, in brief, would re- 
quire a more detailed interpretation of 
certain provisions of the convention, 
which are seen as affeciing United 
States rights in the zone, a more de- 
finite declaration of the-intention of 
the new administration there to main- 
tain an open door policy and an ac- 
ceptance by the joint administration 
of full responsibility for safeguarding 
American interests. 

The Tangier convention, as consum- 
mated in Paris, provides for the abro- 
gation of extra territorial_rights of 
foreign nations in the Tangier zone 
and the substitution of a joint admih- 
istration authority.

It has 
been established now for three years 
and has done excellent work, but fresh 
flelds of activity continue +o open be- 
fore it and it needs ~additional sup- 
port. That shou'd not be denied it.
